— The 
basis under which the federal ag­ 
rarian law Is to administered Is out­ 
lined in a decree, signed yesterday 
by President Obregon. which is ex­ 
pected to became effective today 
upon pubication of the Dairo offi­ 
cial. 
The decree contains 28 
articles 
which describe the methods of land 
expropriation and distribution with 
a preface pointing out why certain 
people have inherent rights to the 
land which the federal government 
plans to copfscate. 
Six classes of towns ranging from 
considerable villages to the smallest 
communities, sic named as benefic­ 
iaries and the properties to be tak­ 
en include cultivated as well as un­ 
cultivated. 
Restitution of lands to towns is 
now permitted under the 
decree 
when the actual possessor of the 
property can prove that his title 
was obtained in conformity with the 
law of 1858, and when it can be 
shown that the lands, asked for by 
the townsmen do not exceed fifty 
hectares, in acres (123% acres) and 
*ave been possessed by the person 
named in the title for more than 
ten years. 
Properties of less than fifty pee* 
tare are to be untouched 
In all 
cases. 
Each head of a family or individ­ 
ual more than 18 years of age, shall 
receive land, the amount varying ac­ 
cording to its value. 
In the case 
of land under Irrigation or where 
the Tnolsture Is sufficient the year 
roundel the allotments shall range 
from ’{JO to 50 pectares. lands de­ 
pendent upon rains which are regu­ 
lar but not as abundant as in the 
foregoing allotments, from four to 
six pectares is where rainfall 
is 
variable and often scant, from six 
to eight persons. 
The following classes are prohi­ 
bited from 
acquiring 
allotments: 
Professional men, those who possess 
lands similar to those expropriated, 
persons having capital of more than 
1,000 pesona and federal or munici­

Without a Garden ? 
A Substitute for Celery 


Celeriac or root celery for those 
who do not have the time to attend 
to the building up and cultivation of 
celery offers an easily grown substi­ 
tute which needs no more care than 
a carrot, turnip or other root crop. It 
has become rather common in vege­ 
table markets during the last year 
or two and is used chiefly as an in­ 
gredient for soups and stews, which 
m y be kept in the cellar as easily 
as the commoner vegetables where 
it would he Impossible to keep cel­ 
ery. 
It has precisely the same fla­ 
vor. 
Bolled and sliced cold it is used as 
a salad. 
It should be planted now in 


a box or hotbed and the young plants 
transplanted into the open ground as 
! soon as it is warm enough. 
Its cul­ 
t u r e is much the same as celery and 
j it needs the same conditions of soil 
and moisture. 
The best results and 
the largest roots are obtained lf the 
seedlings are transplanted into Indi­ 
vidual pots before they are set into 
the ground. 
In order to make the root 
grow' 
'deeper and develop more substance 
j many gardeners rake the soil away 
! from the top of the root as it de­ 
velops until nearly the entire root is 
above the ground. 
This sends the

BUSINESS IN WEST 
A WOMAN'S BACK 


KANSAS CITY, April 18. — Good 
business is in sight although not yet 
here in many lines, says a report on 


“The 
Condition 
of 
Western Busi­ 
ness,'” issued by 
Thornton 
Cooke, 
president of the Columbia National 
j Bank here. 
“Corn at typical country points in 
north centia! Kansas,” says the re­ 
port, “has risen from thirty cents to 
fifty, and when fed to hoes is worth 
seventy-five 
cents 
to ninety cents, 
Logs having gone up $2 to $3 per 
hundred weight from the low price 
of last fall. 
Cattle are up on the av­ 
erage perhaps $1.50, cows showing 
the full advance. 
Every now and 
then the market reports show sales 
of fat cattle for export to Europe. 
Years ago this was a feature of the 
Kansas City and Chicago markets, 
but it has been almost unknown of 
recent years. 
Lambs are up IG per 
hundred from last year’s low figure. 
“These price advances came after 
most of tho grain and . good deal of 
the available meat animals had been 
marketed, but enough remained for 
shipment to bring iii a good deal of 
money and afford noticeable relief 
from the financial strain. The better 
feeling in the w est is also helped by 
the crop prospects. 
“The farmers axe still economis­ 
ing, naturally, for however satisfac­ 
tory the coming crop may be, it is 
going to take a good deal of it to 
pay the!.* current debts and their 
expenses are still high. 
“Farmers still 
are 
tinkering up 
their old implements. 
One Kansas 
City manufacturer has oeen furnish­ 
ing repairs 
for hay 
presses 
sold 
twenty-five years ago. 
“Tractors have been much reduc­ 
ed in price, but are still not selling. 
The Horse Association of America is 
circulating propaganda in favor of 
horse propelled machinery, and in 
fact horses are so cheap that many 
farmers consider that economy is still 
on that side. 
“The economy practiced by almost 
the whole population has resulted iii 
accumulation of capital 
and 
large 
amounts of this are being lent to for­ 
eign countries. 
The 
proceeds 
are 
used directly or indirectly to pay for 
exports from this country, thus serv­ 
ing to maintain our position in world 
irade.

GOVERNMENT WON 
IN SUPREME COURT 


By Associated Press 
WASHINGTON, April 18. — The 
government today won in the su­ 
preme court in the case brought by 
the United 
Shoe Machinery Cor­ 
poration and others to have set 
aside the restraining order prohibit­ 
ing them from using certain lease 
clauses in th« ir contracts for the 
rental of patented machinery. 
The supreme court affirmed the 
decree of the United States district 
court at St. Louis which enjoined 
the corporation, under the Clayton 
act. 
The lower federal court prohibit­ 
ed the corporation from compelling, 
by lease agreements the exclusive 
use of its machines, and from en­ 
forcing 
an 
alternative 
royalty 
clause, found to be prohibitive, upon 
all footwear manufactured In fac­ 
tories where machines of the com­ 
petitors were also used.

held invalid the 
agreement 
by 
which 
the 
corporation 
required 
those using its machines to pur­ 
chase supplies of it.
